effective date; and generally relating to the Maryland Medical Assistance
Program and options for recipients of benefits under the Program.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

(a) In this title the following words have the meanings indicated.
(e) “Managed care organization” means:

(1) A certified health maintenance organization that is authorized to
receive medical assistance prepaid capitation payments; or

(2) A corporation that:

(1) Is a managed care system that is authorized to receive
medical assistance prepaid capitation payments;

(1)  Enrolls only program recipients or individuals or families
served under the Maryland Children’s Health Program; and

(i11)  Is subject to the requirements of § 15-102.4 of this subtitle.

(h)  “Program” means the Maryland Medical Assistance Program.

() (1) (I) As permitted by federal law or waiver AND SUBJECT TO
ITEM (II) OF THIS PARAGRAPH, the Secretary may establish a program under which
Program recipients are required to enroll in managed care organizations.

(I) PROGRAM RECIPIENTS WHO ARE ENROLLED IN A
MANAGED CARE ORGANIZATION THAT PARTICIPATES IN A PROGRAM
ESTABLISHED UNDER THIS PARAGRAPH AND ARE AT LEAST 65 YEARS OLD
SHALL HAVE THE OPTION OF REMAINING OR-ENROEEENG IN A MANAGED CARE
ORGANIZATION THAT PARTICIPATES IN A PROGRAM ESTABLISHED UNDER THIS
PARAGRAPH OR ©F RECEIVING BENEFITS UNDER THE PROGRAM FOR WHICH
PAYMENT IS MADE ON A FEE-FOR-SERVICE BASIS.
